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1 . (CuiTenlly Amended): A method for remotely storing data, comprising: 
opening a first data item in an application on a first cHent device; 
loading a se t of prefereT^ces for a user; 

in response to an action firom a user, storing at least a portion of the first data item 
in a predetennined storage location on the first client device based on the .r^tof 
preferences : and 

in response to a synchronization condition, antomatically synchronizing contents 
of the predetennined location with a remote storage location. 

2. (Original): The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

adding a remote save button to an interface of the application. 

3. (Original): The method of claim 2, wherein the action comprises selection of the 
remote save button. 

4. (OriginaJ): Tbe method of claim 1, wherein the predetermined storage location 
comprises a predetermined directory or folder.

wherein the step of storing comprises creating a second data item comprising the 
selected portion, and storing the second data item in the predctennined storage location. 

1 0. (Original): The method of claim 1, wherein the synchronisation condition comprises 
selection of a synchronization button. 

1 1. (Origiual): The method of claim I. wherein the synchmnization condition comprises 
expiration of predetermined time period. 

(Original): The method of claim 1 , wherein the remote stoiBge location comprises a 
server device. 



13. (Original): The method of 12, wherein the server device comprises one of a network 
file server and a Web server.

requesting, at a second client device, access to the server device.; and 
in response to receiving permission from the server device, accessing, at the 
second client device, data items stored in the remote storage location. 

15. (Original): The method of claim 14, wherein the step of requesting access to the 
server device comprises sending authentication information fK>m the second client device 
to the server device.

(Original): The apparatus of claim 17, wherein the remote stomge location comprises 
a server device.

means for requesting, at a second client device, access to the server device; and 
means for accessing, at the second client device, data items stored in the remote 
storage location in response to receiving permission from the server device.
